Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 5-6 and 8 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Kato et al (6,302,676) disclose an apparatus for manufacturing slide fastener continuous 
element row, comprising a pair of parallel threaded rods (Fig. 5-6, 22), and pressing members 
having tips (23a, 25a) protrude in the recess in between the threads of the threaded rods. 

However, Kate et al fail to disclose that the tips are formed in the middle section of the 
threaded rod as a single straight bank (as in current invention Fig. 8, 13) on the recesses of the 
threads of the threaded rod
